JMtces,  Jr*,  nag  the  only  adult  to  survive.  ittle 
Abraham  was  atlll  as  infant  whan  the  worst  of  the 
Indian  fighting  ended.  Elisabeth  Is  the  only  one 
of  the  four  girls  mentioned. 

According  to  one  family  reeosti,  Georgs  Befcea 
Jf**  was  a  Quaker,  was  particular  in  his  dross  and 
nanner,  wore  his  hair  la  a  queue  and  wore  knoe 
brooches  and  silk  hose,  and  sines  with  silver 
buckles,  long  after  men’s  fashions  had  changed, 
fhoaaa  Betas,  son  of  George  was  a  cooper,  He 
married  Rebecca,  daughter  of  dames  fhittan,  wiio  had 
a  tanyard  and  slaves  and  was  well-to-do.  it  was 
mid  that  he  died  leaving  gold  and  silver  burled, 
but  was  unable  to  rovsal  tho  hiding  place  in  dying. 


in  1630  when  Haney  was  twelve,  the  census  Hated 
4  boys  and  k  girls  in  tho  family,  all  under  20.

each  side  of  tho  strip  that  covered  ths  crack. 

Ho  left  this  old  wooden  grooving  plana,  a 
rabbeting  plane,  and  one  with  two  blades  to  cut 
tongues  and  grooves,  and  cm  with  a  standard  two- 
inch  blade,  'die  blades  are  held  in  pi—  by 
wooden  wedges,  and  believe  me,  they  require  far 
more  skill  to  o-erate  than  modern  tools,  and  tho 
time  and  patience  oust  have  been  eoually  great.

The  niciniaidB  of  ftoger  was  Hodge  and  the  son 
of  Boger  became  Hodgson,  Hodson  or  Hudson,  and

It  would  have  been  vmy  satisfying  to  delve 
into  English  genealogical  records  and  find  just 
the  iliciiard  Hudson  who  could  be  identified  as  the 
founder  of  our  American  family,  ait  there  were 
too  many  rdehards,  just  as  there  were  too  many  of 
the  other  oemou  names.  And  there  were  numerous 
Hudsons  in  America  from  Um  .nglanti  south.  Chore 
were  Hudsons  In  Oeorgia,  some  of  whom  went  to 
slorida  and  founded  tee  town  of  Ftidsonj  whila 
others  went  north  to  Indiana  and  lived  near  Ananias 
in  Jennings  County.

Richard  Hudson  first  appears  in  the  American 
records  of  Acchassaaeko,  a  county  of  Virginia  at 
the  tip  of  the  peninsula  off  Chesapeake  Jay,  and 
known  as  the  'la stem  Shore. 

These,  the  oldest  continuous  court  records  in 
America,  are  in  some  twenty  unindexed  volumes,  the 
pages  nutilated  and  warn  with  age,  and  the  early 
Colonial  script  faded  and  all  but  illegible. 

On  ?ebruary  19,  163!i/35  the  Court  ordered  rs.

Ha 
am d  989  pounds  to  four  asn  who  "freely  give  the 
said  debts  to  Mary  stayes  his  wife”  with  the  pro¬ 
vision  that  "whosoever  *all  intermarry  with  her 
riiall  put  into  security  to  be  accountable  for  357 
pounds  of  tobacco  to  be  laysd  out  far  the  good  of 
liar  children  in  a  choice  calf  a".

Godfrey  Hayes  appeared  in  Court  to  state  that 
Alice  Robins  had  slandered  itajr  Hudson.  Court 
ruled  "It  is  fitt  and  so  ordered  that  Soap son 
Hobins  shall  have  twenty  lashee  on  the  back  and 
pay  all  coats  of  suyto.

Qoodwiffe  Robins  had  a  penchant  for  vile  talk, 
and  received  about  every  -unisment  that  the  local 
Justices  could  apply.  .Sic  and  her  husband  '-.era 
sat  in  the  stocks  for  "being  Drunko  and  fauling 
out".

Our  Croatures  were  in  very  eminent  danger  ...  tee 
settlers  often  losing  20  to  30  of  teeir  Cattle 
thereby  *  .  .  tee  lands  are  level,  arable,  fit  and 
pleasant  to  till  &  tee  barshes  affording  excellent 
pasture  for  Creatures  almost  «01  the  year.  In  the 
months  of  September  and  October  and  some  parts  of 
November  tits  wianps  are  usually  dry  and  passable." 

"January  9,  1751.  Hie  hard  weather  had  fro- 
sen  tee  Larahes  and  the  Heed  of  Clnapuxon  .'ey  over 
so  hard  that  it  bore  us  to  walk  over  the  lee  &  we 
continued  our  Course  abt  a  Dile  &  a  half.  Past 
tea  fouao  of  George  Hudson  Leaving  tee  sane  about 
55  yds  to  the  Sward. 

"January  10.  This  morning  we  entered  into 
a  think  wesBp  extremely  full  of  brush  and  these 
hung  with  green  briars.  About  one  half  a  Mile 
past  the  House  of  ’■&  Hudson  about  60  pars  (rods) 
on  the  eoute  side  of  the  line  and  by  tee  Souse  of 
Absalom  Hudson  an  tee  north  side  of  tee  line  at 
about  the  same  Distance  therelron. 

"January  11.  Continued  the  line  about  one 
Mile  aid  a  Half  through  two  very  thick  swamps 
frozen  over,  otherwise  impassable,  deep,  wot  and 
Hill  of  water.  Left  off  at  Deep  Creek,  otherwise 
killers  Creek,  being  a  branch  of  Clnapuxon  Sound. 
Past  the  House  of  David  Hudson  a  little  before  we 
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left  off  leaving  toe  sane  about  6  perches  to  trie 
Southward  of  toe  line  &  his  new  Bouse  about  three 
times  as  Car  to  the  northward." 

dm  of  the  surveyors,  drying  his  boots  ty  « 
fire,  amoks  to  find  the  leather  badly  ciiarred  and 
shrunken.  It  was  necessary  far  him  to  wrap  his 
feet  sad  suspend  work  while  another  of  toe  crew 
aade  the  long  trip  by  horseback  to  Philadelphia 
(now  travelled  in  minutes  on  a  superhighway)  for 
new  boots.  In  the  interim  a  thaw  nearly  marooned 
him  and  imperiled  his  life. 

Abandoning  the  job  in  bad  weather,  toe  sur¬ 
veyor  went  back  toward  Philadelphia  and  passed 
"one  Continuous  Bract  of  incomparable  fine  land. 

If  p«ple  Thrive  not  here*  it  oust  be  cming  to 
their  own  misconduct." 

Bie  ftidaona  named  hare  were  children  and  grand¬ 
children  of  Henry,  who  died  in  1710.  Of  too  2000 
acres  of  land  left  by  his  will,  he  divided  Uhl 
acres  just  south  of  this  area,  the  plantation  on 
which  he  lived  and  called  "Santoore",  between  his 
young  sons  John  and  Jonathan,  providing  that  if 
either  should  die  without  "heirs  of  his  body  law¬ 
fully  begotten"  the  property  toould  go  to  tho  other. 

i*om  1771  down  to  toe  present  time,  the  links 
in  ttie  chain  of  generations  ware  clearly  joined, 
iha  first  was  a  John  Hudson  whose  son  Joshua  died 
in  Cedar  Creak  'iundrud,  in  toe  extreme  north  part 
of  Sussex  County,  in  177U,  leaving  twins  age  three. 
(The  tern  Hundred,  equivalent  to  township,  was  an 
area  considered  adequate  to  support  ten  families 
with  an  average  of  ten  in  each  family.) 

Bit  with  a  distressing  penchant  for  repeating 
given  names,  there  were  a  number  of  contonporaiy 
John  Maoris,  with  no  middle  initial,  finally  by 
wills,  land  transactions,  court  records  or  toe 
discovery  of  other  family  ties,  we  had  eiirri  nWtsd 
all  but  one  -  toe  John  too  Inherited  half  of  too 
plantation  VWentoiore”. 

Then  we  found  that  tilliam  Hudson  had  a  son 
Joshua  and  a  son  Ananias.  There  were  nunerous 
bits  of  evidence  to  substantiate  this  supposition. 
Bit  wo  were  not  inclined  to  take  them  without 
proof. 


jge  had  learned  a  great  deal  about  John  Hudson 
of  Sussex,  1*0  died  in  1770  in  Cedar  Greek  and  left 
Joshua,  who  had  a  son  Ananias  -  i*oao  generation 
fitted  the  one  who  (migrated  to  Indiana  Territory 
in  1811.  John's  family  physician  tn  Dr,  James 
’-each,  and  -ev.  John  vnoa  preached  his  ftoeral 
sermon,  Mane  of  these  facts  helped  any.  titaes  of 
people  motioned  in  the  settlement  of  the  estate 
ware  tie-in  nanes,  suggestive  but  not  conclusive. 
Tho  only  fact  that  was  hard  to  abandon  was  that  he 
was  a  very  old  nan  when  he  died  -  making  possible 
that  he  could  be  John  of  "iJentmore",  who  had  just 
di  sap  .eared  from  the  records,  sad  was  buried  under 
sixty  years  of  silence.  ®wre  was  a  state  line 
and  fbrty  miles  of  forest  separating  the  two. 

So,  after  days  of  torturing  our  eyes  reading 
Jaded  script,  we  decided  to  go  down  to  the  ocean 
for  a  little  of  the  relaxation  ws  had  pro  ised 
ourselves  on  the  trip  to  the  .astern  Siore.  Then 
it  began  to  rain. 

Perhaps  it  did  not  matter  after  all.  Ancestor 
hunting  is  an  interesting  hows,--,  a  fascinating  same 
surpassing  any  who-dua-it,  tat  probably  there  ware 
japs  in  the  record  that  we  could  never  bridge.  We 
would  can  it  a  day  and  go  horse,  tat  to  cover  a 
road  wo  had  not  traveUod,  we  saving  over  to  the 
seat  of  Old  Somerset  County,  Princess  Anne,  and 
would  thumb  another  index,  Oily  early  records 
were  there,  dating  before  its  division  to  form 
Worcester  County.  tat,  there  was  the  record, 
the  "wagon  tracks  through  the  wilderness"  tracing 
John  of  eataore  in  his  move  to  the  north.' 

Under  date  of  August  7»  1?U2,  John  Hudson, 
then  of  "3ussex  County  in  the  tori  tor/  of  Pensil- 
vanla"  sold  through  John  .  wnall,  his  attorney,  all 
of  the  land  on  the  seaboard  known  as  "aentaore". 

In  172*2  he  signed  the  deed  and  reoeipt  with  his 
distinctive  mark,  a  long  capital  I  with  a  cross  bar 
in  the  Biddle,  And  that  was  the  same  mark  tliat 
an  eared  on  the  will  of  John  Hudson  in  Sussex  in 


1770,  his  hand  then  quavery  with  illness  and  age. 

.hen  he  moved  fron  Hwitaoie  to  the  "teritoiy 
of  -  ensilvania"  he  was  definitely  north  of  the 
diluted  aone.  In  Cedar  Creek  Jlundred,  where  he 
had  acquired  "incomparable  fine  land",  lived  his 


life,  roared  his  family,  loved  hla  grandchildren, 
and  at  an  age  above  ol  Jity  had  already  given  to 
his  heir*  avswytoing  ho  had  possessed  except  one 
thing  -  a  copper  still. 

he  had  also  moved  farther  frost  the  rule  of 
Virginia  which  had  oppreeaed  his  grandfather,  and 
which,  even  decades  later,  was  still  inflicting 
civil  and  religious  persecution  on  the  unfaithful 
who  allowed  their  cats  to  catch  rats  an  Sunday. 

Ctao  acinwt  divine  whoee  success  persuading 
the  wicked  to  turn  free  their  ways  was  not  up  to 
his  own  expectations,  paused  in  the  middle  of  a 
semen  to  shout  t 

"thank  Jod,  the  day  la  not  far  distant  when 
you  miserable  and  unroc  entont  sinners  will  he 
ohained  to  Hell's  braaon  floor,  and  the  devil  with 
hie  three  pronged  harpoon  will  pierce  your  reeking 
hearts,  and  pile  upon  you  the  red  hot  cinders  of 
black  damnation  as  high  as  the  pyramids  of  -»gypt, 
and  fry  the  pride  out  of  your  hearts  to  grease  the 
gudgeons  of  the  wheels  of  Sell."  (History  of  Uaa» 
dolih  County,  'S,  Vtu,  ty  to  Maxwell,  p.  315.) 

Stare  in  the  'bower  Counties"  of  .  enajylvania, 
later  as  the  first  state  in  the  Union,  Delaware, 
(named  for  Thorns  Host,  Lord  Da  X*  arr,  the  ro- 
vinclai  Oovwmor  of  Virginia  froo  I60?-l6l0)  t.eae 
generations  were  finding  a  large  measure  of  too 
good  life  fear  waich  their  fathers  had  left  the 
Old  -arid. 

The  will  of  John  Hudson,  signed  January  30, 

1769  and  proven  April  12,  1770*  reveals  the  way 
land  was  transferred  in  Delaware.  His  sons  had 
bought  and  sold  within  the  fatally,  and  as  each 
married,  old  John  gave  an  Inheritance  of  land  and 
other  goods,  ids  bequest  to  Joshua  was  worded 
ouch  like  toe  others,  and  for  a  similar  amounts 
"the  plantation  v-hereon  he  now  Dwells  with  one 
Hundred  Acres  of  lend  thereunto  belonging  &  like¬ 
wise  a  pareol  of  3siang>  and  ground  Bou#it  of  ay  3cm 
ileary  and  all  toe  effects  which  I  let  him  have  at 
or  near  toe  Time  of  his  first  going  to  housekeep¬ 
ing."  In  lieu  of  deeds,  this  was  toe  way  of  asking 
legal  record  of  laud  transfers  within  toe  family 
for  half  a  century. 
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His  son  Ananias*  evidently  in  poor  health, 
had  sold  hla  land*  retained  "creatures  and  house¬ 
hold  furniture”  and  received  ty  sill  from  hie 
father  "one  half  of  sy  copper  still"  which,  on 
hie  death  two  years  later,  brother  Henry  bought 
of  daughter  buranah  for  s  little  less  than  four 
pounds*  Sterling, 

About  the  middle  of  the  century  there  had 
been  a  tendency  to  deviate  from  the  old  ngllah 
pattern  and  use  Stifle  naaea.  Ia  the  Colonies* 
loyalty  to  the  Crown  had  waned,  and  toe  world  was 
in  the  grip  of  a  revival  following  the  spearhead 
of  John  and  Charles  esloy,  toose  ministry  started 
ia  England  ia  1739  and  oontiauod  for  over  SO  years.

Ha  was  also  appointed  on  similar  pstltion  of 
"Henry  Hudson  a  minor  post  fourteen  years  of  age" 
and  sther  iiudson,  also  past  fourteen. 

The  land  of  Joshua  JSudscn  could  not  be  di¬ 
vided  without  spoiling  the  faro*  so  it  was  duly 
appraised*  and  too  133  acres  were  bought  in  1778 
ty  Hives  ter  "eputy,  too  two  years  earlier  had 
married  ether  and  assisted  her  ia  ccnpleting  the 
administration  of  Joshua's  estate, 

August  9*  1793  Henry  Hudson,  guardian,  made 
his  anal  report.  Ha  paid  out  in  1777  for  both 
Ananias  and  his  twin  brother  Joshua,  a  pound  and 
a  half  for  "/inoculating  for  the  small  po*»  and 
for  schooling  and  clothing  over  toe  years. 

Joshua  was  apprenticed  to  a  setal  trade,  at 
age  twelve,  at  an  expense  which  left  his  account 
’•due  toe  guardian  29  pounds*  8  shillings  and  kh 
pence,"  Uncle  Henry,  the  guardian,  did  not  have 
any  way  to  recover.  He  evidently  gave  the  children 
unsparingly,  as  his  eocecutor's  report  of  the  final 
Battlement  of  his  father's  estate  showed  money  paid 
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ant  bat  non®  received.

In  1012  they  moved  again,  to  a  farm 
on  coffee  Creek  in  Jennings  County.  are  he  also 
operated  a  tommy  for  a  number  of  years,  and  taught 
his  sons  the  trade.  In  l8Ut  one  acre  was  decried 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Christian  Church,  a  sloping 
hill  for  the  church  building  and  cemetery.  There 
Ananias,  with  his  wife  Kagdalin,  lie  buried. 

An  orohaa  himself  from  early  childhood,  and 
evidently  receiving  loving  care  fro*  reltivos,  it 
was  net  surprising  to  find  in  the  records  of  the 
Court  of  Jennings  County  that  Ananias  Hudson  was 
an  overseer  of  the  poor.

The  tintype  (souotiaaa  allied  ferrotype  or 
aelainotype),  with  a  japanned  or  bronae  color  back, 
was  a  modification  started  in  1856,  and  not  being 
fragile,  soon  replaced  the  aabrotype.

From  a  tintype  taken  about  I872 
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sarafc  Margaret's  lif®  with  David  HHohell 
Hudson  was  leas  than  two  short  years  from  their 
aarriage  to  hie  enlistment.  Set  her  remaining 
sixty  years  were  tempered  by  his  sacrifice  for  his 
duty,  mid  though  she  spoke  of  him  rarely,  there  was 
a  depth  and  quality  of  her  raamory  that  made  him 
more  alive  than  anyone  else  in  her  world, 

'hero  was  a  warmth  in  her  reticence,  but  her 
solitude  was  so  armored  that  Airing  her  whole  life, 
oho  did  not  reveal  the  things  oho  treasured  most. 
There  were  his  letters,  Thors  was  a  little  seeing 
cabinet,  the  picture  that  her  Davie  had  sent  her 
three  days  before  his  death,  and  a  treasure  box  he 
had  bought  for  himself  when  he  was  seventeen  and; 
made  a  trip  to  Indianapolis* 

And  there  were  his  college  textbooks  that  em¬ 
bodied  an  ideal  transmitted  as  a  flaming  incentive 
through  toe  handicap  of  her  own  fatherless  sons  to 
other  generations  she  lived  to  know. 

Cnee  when  I  asked  har  why  she  had  not  married 
again  during  the  earlier  years,  her  ryes  twinkled 
as  she  said  rather  tersely,  "Hot  because  I  wasn't 
asked." 

After  twenty  years,  when  her  sans  ve^  grown, 
toe  did  remarry  and  brought  up  toe  eight  children 
of  her  sister,  Elisabeth,  To  them  and  all  of  the 
kinfolks,  toe  was  known  as  "Aunt  Sally",  and  I  have 
often  heard  the  comment  that  a  better  stepmother 
never  lived. 


During  nearly  twenty  years  of  her  second  widow, 
hood,  toe  lived  in  our  hone,  with  extended  visits 
to  others  of  her  "folks",  always  using  her  Civil 
Bar  pension  to  pay  her  own  way  wherever  toe  stayed, 
9om  in  a  pioneer  age,  hers  was  a  heritage  of 
hardship,  fat  there  was  compressed  into  her  life 
s  ian  the  economic  change  from  the  horse  and  bu-»gy 
to  transoceanic  flight,  and  the  social  change  from 
too  simple  and  rugged  Ufa  of  the  frontier  to  the 
hectic  speed  of  congested  cities  and  the  strain  of 
global  conflict, 

iters  was  also  toe  heritage  of  the  "itching 
foot."  southern  Indiana  was  no  longer  a  frontier. 
The  "Haw  nrehass"  of  northern  lands  had  drawn 
others  of  her  family,  her  brother  John  having 
bought  land  in  Jasper  County  in  I8fll.  After  toe 


married  John  Oarriott  in  the  fall  of  188k,  there  . 
was  not  Much  time  elapsed  before  they  moved  to  a 
farm  north  of  Parr. 

Ae  soon  aa  they  sere  settled,  arrangements 
were  collated  for  father  and  Uncle  Willey  to  novo 
to  a  fara  near  by,  and  soon  other  members  of  the 
Uasacher  and  Oarriott  families  were  close  neighbors. 

David  Edwin  Hudson,  By  father,  left  home  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  to  go  to  telegraph  school,  a 
new  and  promising  vocation.  Willey,  his  brother, 
stayed  on  to  run  the  farm. 

In  the  spring  of  188U  the  Ohio  Klver  was  in 
flood  and  father  went  to  Jeffersonville  to  see  tho 
high  water.  He  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  night 
office  in  Louisville  during  the  flood,  his  first 
assignment.  His  regular  job  was  at  Hew  Albany* 

April  26,  1885  he  married  Martha  Ann  Jones, 
at  Grothersville.  Her  mother,  Sarah  Catherine 
Hiestand,  in  spite  of  her  scant  five  feet  height 
and  two  hundred  pounds  weight,  lived  to  the  age  of 
eighty  seven.  Her  father,  mferd  Jones,  attended 
Indiana  State  tiormal  School,  taught  in  the  Jackson 
County  schools,  and  was  elected  surveyor  of  the 
county.  He  had  served  in  the  9th  Kentucky  Cavalry 
in  the  Civil  V,ar.  According  to  the  report  of  the 
Colonel,  tolling  of  an  engagement  in  which  the 
enemy  was  driven  nine  miles  to  near  ferryville,  cm 
the  road  to  Springfield,  "the  9th  Ky,  a  new  regiment 
not  in  action  before,  behaved  admirably." 

About  a  year  after  they  wens  married,  father 
and  mother,  together  with  Unde  Willey  and  Aunt  Hsta, 
moved  to  Jasper  County  and  lived  in  a  two  story, 
two-room  house  north  of  Parr.  They  built  a  loan-to 
addition  which  housed  two  kitchens. 

father' a  old  account  book  was  not  a  collate 
record  of  family  finances,  but  reveals  the  uneven 
balance  of  labor  and  rewards  in  the  beginning  days. 
He  and  his  brother  were  partners  in  the  buainese 
of  baling  and  shipping  hay  from  their  own  and  from 
i..^  lands.  They  hired  Uncle  Sora  iamacher  and 
his  boys.  Carl,  age  17,  drew  a  man's  pay  of  85# 
per  day.  John  15,  and  r'red  1?  drew  50#  a  day. 
•ietcher  Hudson,  alley's  son,  at  age  9,  drew  10# 
a  day  sc  water  boy.  After  all  help  was  paid,  the 
Hudson  brothers  cleared  $180  for  the  season’s  work. 
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considering.  %■  size  had  advantages  in  itckint 
the  biggest  blackberries  underneath  the  tangled 
overhang  of  briars.  %

-y  the  time  dean  and  1  had  waded  dew  drenched 
grass  in  cemeteries,  and  learned  what  books  ware 
worth  thumbing,  and  knew  the  routine  in  court  house 
records,  we  had  also  learned  about  land  patents, 
proprietary  warrants,  and  grantee  and  grantor  index, 
o  had  found  that  wills,  orphan  court  and  guardian 
records  ware  revealing  sources,  and  that  all  of 
these,  as  well  as  tax  lists,  census  and  military 
records,  marriage  and  birth  records  and  tombstone 
inscriptions,  were  subject  to  human  error. 

be  had  learned  that  criss  cross  trails  often 
ended  nowhere,  and  that  facts  that  seemed  to  be  as 
certain  as  day  often  proved  to  be  a  blind  alley  or 
a  proven  error.  Then  we  began  to  feel  a  kinship 
other  than  blood  with  Millard  F.  Hudson,  whose  veiy 
careful  research  brought  him  to  a  realisation  that 
statistical  records  are  incomplete,  and  that  human 
character  is  often  evident  where  exact  dates  are  not. 
We  have  uncovered  previously  unknown  xmxm  and 
relationships,  disproven  misleading  errors,  and  have 
no  doubt  made  some  ourselves,  for  others  to  correct. 
Old  records  are  being  processed  and  made  available 
by  constant  research  of  governmental  and  private 
agencies.  Jons  day  the  early  records  of  Accousc 
and  the  lower  counties  on  Delaware  will  perhaps  be 
translated  and  indexed.

On  April 
5,  the  company  of  which  he  was  a  member  left  the  latter 
city  for  more  southern  points  in  Tennessee  and  also  entered 
Alabama  and  Georgia,  arriving  in  Chattanooga  on  April  20. 
After  spending  a  day  here,  he  went  to  Charleston,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  but  in  May  returned  to  Chattanooga.  He  was  in  the 
vicinity  of  Chattanooga  until  August  28,  1864,  when  he  died, 
having  been  a  victim  of  scurvy. 

In  his  letters  he  gave  interesting  descriptions  of  the 
country  through  which  he  passed  and  the  people  he  saw.  He 
had  a  great  dislike  for  the  army  doctors  and  gave  vent  to 
his  feelings  when  he  wrote  to  Sarah.
